RULES OF THE COUNCIL. i 


SEVENTH SESSION. 
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I. 


The Council shall choose, by ballot, one of the members to occupy the 
Chair, who shall be entitled PRESIDENT OF THE CouNcrIL, and who shall hold his 
office during the session thereof, unless he be removed therefrom by a vote of 
two-thirds of the members present. 


II. 


The President shall take the Chair at the hour to which the Counci shall 
have adjourned ; shall immediately call the members to order, and on the ap- 
pearance of a quorum shall cause the Journal of the preceding day to be read 
and corrected 


IT. 


He shall preserve order and decorum , may speak to points of order in 
preference to other members, rising from his seat for that purpose, and shall 
decide questions of order, subject to an appeal to the Council by any member, ~ 
and said appeal shall prevail when voted for by two-thırds of the members

2 COUNCIL RULES. 


VI. 


The President shall call some member to the Chair when the Council votes 
to go into Committee of the Whole, and may then debate the question before 
tue Committee. He shall also have the right to name a member to perform the 
duties of the Chair but each substitution shall Lot extend beyond an adjourn- 
ment. In the absence of the President, except as above, the Council shall ap- 
point a President PRO TEMPORE. 


VII. 


He shall appoint all Committees, nnless otbe: wise duected by the Council. 
He shall sign all Acts, Memorials, Addresses and Resolutions ; and all Wnts, 
Warmaots and Subpoenas (issued by the Counc.l,} shall be signed by him and 
attested by the Secretary. 


; VIIL 


Tu all cases of voting by ballot, the President shall yote -in otuer cases he 
shail not be required to vote unless the Council be equaliy divided, and in all 
cases he shall vote last. 


IX. 


In all cases of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the lobby the 
Piesident (or Chairman of the Committee of the Whole) shall have power to 
oidor the same to be cleared. 


X. 


Reporters wishing to take down the debates may be admıtted by the Pres- 
ident, who shall assign such places to them on the floor, or elsewhere, to effect 
their object as shall not interfere with the convenience of the Council. 


XI. 


After the Journal shall have been read and corrected, the order of business 
shall be as follows : ae

ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Ist. Letters, Petitions, Memorials, Resolutions, Remonstrances and Ac- 
companying Documents, may be presented and referred without debate. 
2d. Notices of leave to introduce Bills may be given, and Bills may be 
introduced on leave granted. 
3d. Reportsof Committees may be made and considered: Ist, from Stand- 
mg Committees ; 2d, from Select Committees. 
- 4th. Messages and other Executive Communications. 
5th. Messages from the House of Representatives, and amendments pro- 
posed by- the House of Representatives to Bills from the Council. 
6th. Bills and Resolutions from the House of Representatives on their 
Second Reading. 
7th. Bills on their Third Reading. 
8th. Bills ready for Third Reading. 
9th. Bills reported by Committee of the Whole, 
10th. Bills in which a Committee of the Whole has made progress, and has 
leave io sit again. - 
llth. Bills not yet considered in Committee of the Whole. 
12th. Miscellaneous Business. 


XII. 
Bills of a public nature shall always have preference of private Bills. 
l XII. 
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When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any matter to 
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the Council, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address himself to 
‘Mr. President,” and shall confine himself to the qustion under debate and 
avoid personality. 


XIV. 


Whenever any member is called to order, he shall sit down untilit is deter- 
mined whether he 1s in order or not ; andif a member be called to order for 
words spoken in debate, the exceptionable words shall be taken down in writing 
immediately. - 


XV. 


When two or more members happen to rise at once. the President shall 
name the member who is first to speak. 


XVI. 


No member shall speak more than twice on the same question ; nor more 
than once on a question of commitment, without leave of the Council; nor 
more than two hours on any question, without leave. 


XVII. 


Whilst the President is putting any question, or addressing the Council, 
none shall walk out, or across the room ; nor, in such case, or when a member 
1s speaking, shall entertain private discourse ; nor, whilst a member is speak- 
ing, shall pass between him and the Chair. Every member shall remain uno- 
covered during the session of the Council. No member, or other person, shall 
visit or remain by the Secretary’s table while the ayes and noes are calling, or 
ballots are counting. 


XVII. 


No member shall vote on any question in any case where he was not within 
the bar of the Council when the question was put, unless by leave of the 
Council. 


XIX. 


Upon a division and count of the Council on any question, no member 
without the bar shall be counted. 


XX. 


Every member who shall be in the Council when the question is put, shall 
give his vote, unless the Council, for special reasons, shall excuse him. All 
motions to excuse a member from voting shall be made before the Council 
divides, or before the calling of the ayes and noes is commenced ; and any 
member wishing to be excused from voting may make a brief verbal statement 
of the reasons for making such request, and the question shall then be taken 
without further debate. oo

XXI. 


When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated by the President 
and being in writing, it shall be handed to the Secretary and read aloud before 
ebate. 


XXI. 


a Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the President or any member 
esire it. 


— 


XXIII. 


After a motion is stated by the President, or read by the Secretary, it shall 
be deemed to be in the possession of the Council, but may be withdrawn at 
any time before a decision or amendment. ' ` 
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When a question is under debate no motion shall be received, unless to 
adjourn, to lie on the table, for the previous question, to postpone to a day cer- 
tain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely ; and these several mo- 
tions shall have precedence in the order in which they stand arranged. A 
motion to postpone to a day certain, to commit. or to postpone indefinitely, 
being decided, shall not be again allowed on the same day, and at the same stage 
of the bill or proposition. A motion to strike out the enacting words of a bill 
shall have precedence of a motion to amend, and, if carried, shall be equiva- 
lent to the rejection of the bill. , 


XXV. - 
A motion to adjourn shall always be in order. that and the motion to lie 


~n the table shall be decided without debate. 


XXVI. . TE 


The previous question shall be in this form: ‘Shall the main question 
now be put?” It shall be only admitted when demanded by a majority of the 
members present, and until it is decided, shall preclude amendments and fur- 
ther debate on the main question. “On a motion for the previous question, and 
prior’to the main question being put, a call of the Council shall be in order. 


XXVII. 


On a previous question there shall be no debate. All incidental questions 
of order arising after a motion is made for the previous question, and pending 
such motion, shall be decided, whether on appeal or otherwise, without debate: 


EZ XXVIII. 


When a motion or question has been once put, and carried in the afirma- 
tive or negative, it shall be in order for any member who voted in the majority, 
or when the Council is equally divided for » member who voted in the nega- 
tive, to move for a reconsideration thereof on the same or the succeeding day, 
and such motion shall take precedence of all other questions except a motion 
to adjourn. A motion for reconsideration, being put and lost, shall not be 
renewed. : 

XXIX. 


Any member may call for a division of the question when the same will 
admit of it. A motion to strike out and and insert shall be deemed to be indi- 
visible. A motion to strike out, being lost, shall not preclude an amendment, 
nor a motioa to strike out and insert. ; 

XXX. 


In presenting a petition, memorial, remonstrance, or other communication 


addressed to the Council or Legislative Assembly, the member shall only state 


the geueral purport of it. 
XXXI. 


Every petition, memorial, remonstrance, resolution, bill, and report of a

- committee, shall be endorsed with its appropriate title, and immediately under 


the endorsement the name of the member presenting the same shall be written. 
a XXXII. | 


Any member may make call of the Council, and require absent members 
to be sent for ; but a call of the Council cannot be made after the voting has 
commenced—and the cali of the Council being ordered,and the absentees noted, 
the doors shall be closed and no member permitted to leave the room until the 
report of the Sergeant-at-Arms be received and acted upon, or farther proceed- 
ings in the call be suspended. 
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XXXMI. 


The entire Council shall constitute a Standing Committee for the consid- 
eration of all subjects of legislation. 


XXXIV ` 


The rules observed in Council shall govern, as-far as practicable, the pro- 
ceedings in the Committee of the Whole, except that a member may speak - 
oftener than twice on the same subject, and that a call for the yeas and navs, 
or for the previous question, can not be made. $ 


XXXV. = 


Amendments made in Committee of the Whole shall be entered on a sépa- 
rate piece of paper, and so reported to the Council by the Chairman, standing 
in his place, which amendments shall not be read by the President, unless re- 
quired by one or more of the members. The report having first been acted 
upon, the bill shall then be subject to debate and amendment before the ques- 
tion to engross be taken.

; XXXVI. N 

All bills and resolutions shall be introduced by motion or leave, or upon 
the reports of committees. Members introducing a bill shall always give one 
day’s notice of a motion to bring it in, and, when brought in, it shall be en- 
dorsed with the name of the member or committee. 


XXXVII. 


Every bill or joint resolution, requiring the approval ot the Governor, 
shall receive three several readings previous to its passage. The first reading 
shall be at length, and no bill shall receive a second and third reading on the

same day. 
XXXVIII. 


No bill or joint resolution shall be committed oramended until it has been 
twice read. If objections are made to a bill en its first reading, the question 
shall be ‘‘ Shall the bill be rejected?’ If no objection be made, or the question 
to reject be lost, the bill shall go to its second reading. 


XXXIX. 


, All memorials; bills and joint resolutions requiring the approval of the Gov- 
ernor, and making appropriations of money shall, on the second reading, 
be considered in Committee of the Whole before they shall be acted upon in the 
Council ; and those originating in the Council shall not be printed until after 
being reported from the Committee of the Whole or a Standtng Committee, un- 
less otherwise especially ordered by the Council. 


XL. 


All bills, resolutions and amendments, after being printed, shall remain at 
least oue day on the file before being considered. 


XLI. ‘ 


The final question upon the second reading of every bill or other paper 
originating in the Council, and requiring three readings previous to being 
passed, shall be: ‘‘Shallit be engrossed and read a third time?’ and upon 
every such bill or paper originating in the House of Representatives: ‘‘ Shall 
it be read a third time ?” 


XLII. q 

__ No amendment shall be received on third reading, except to fill blanks, 
without the unanimous consent of the Council. In filling blanks, the largest 
sum, longest time, and greatest distance shall be first taken. 
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XLII. 


A bill or resolution may be committed at any time previous to its passage ; 
and if any amendment be reported upon such commitment by any other than 
a Committee of the Whole, it shall be again read the second time, considered 
in the Committee of the Whole, when appropriating money, and the question 
for third reading and passage again put. ` 


XLIV. 


Every-bill, joint resolution or memorial originating in the Council shall be 
carefally engrossed before being transmitted to the House of Representatives 
for covicurrence. 


XLV. — 


immediately aftert he passage of any Bill, or other papers to which the 
concurrence of the House of Representatives is to be asked, it shall be the 
duty of the Secretary to transmit the same to the House, unless some member 
of the Council shall make a motion to réconsider the vote by which the Coun- 
cil passed said Bill, or other papers, in which case the Secretary shall not 
transmit said Bill, or other papers, until the motion to reconsider has been 
put, and on the concurrence in any Billor other paper of the House of Repre- 
sentatives by the Council, or on the concurrence or disagreement in any vote 
a the House, it shall also be the duty of the Secretary to notify the House 

ereof. 


XLVI. 


Memorials to Congress, to the President of the -United States, or to the 
head of either of the Departments, shall be considered in Committee of the 
Whole before being adopted. 


— XLVII. 


It shali be competent for any member, when a question is being taken, to 
call for the yeas and nays, which shall be inserted in the Journal. A call for 
the yeas and nays cannot be interrupted in any manner whatever except by a 
motion to adjourn. 


— XLVII 


Committees shall not absent themselves from the Council by reason of their 
appointment, without special leave for that purpose be first obtained. 


XLIX. 


It shall be in order for the Standing Committees to report Enrolled Bills 
and Resolutions at any time. 


L. 

The subordinate officers provided for by the Organic Act shall be elected 
by ballot, and hold their term of office during the pleasure of the Council. 
The Secretary shall keep a correct Journal of the daily proceedings of the 
Council, and shall perform such other duties as shall be assigned to him as such 
Secretary ; he shall permit no Journals, Records, Aceounts or papers, to be 
taken from the table or out of his custody, other thani in the regular mode of 
Business, and if any papers in his charge shall be migsing, he shall report the 
tact to the President, that inquiry may be made ; he dhall superintend the re- 
cprdimg of the Journal of proceedings ; the engrossing, enrolling, transcribing. 
ahd fopying of Bills and Resolutions, and generally perform the duties ot 

ergtary under the direction of the President, Thege officers shall severally 
tike an oath truly and faithfully to discharge their regpective duties of office.
